in the Stevenson Act. During 
the late spring months and sum- 
mer, with the exception of Au- 


gust, the rubber arrivals were 
fairly steady. March and No-- 
vember were the months of

COMPULSORY INSURANCE 
BILL INTRODUCED IN OHIO 





Columbus, O., Jan. 18 (U. T. P. 
S.).—Every automobile owner in 
the state of Ohio would be com- 
pelled to carry a personal liability 
policy of $10,000 if the bill intro- 
duced in the Ohio Legislature by 
Representative Joseph G. Erlich 
of Cleveland is enacted into a 
law. The bill provides that the 
indemnity may be liability insur- 
ance, surety bond, cash or securi- 
ties. The bond will have to be, 
filed before lcenses or number} 
plates are issued.

R. J. G. McKAY, chief of the division of Highway. Eco- 

nomics, Bureau of Public Roads, makes a report show- 
ing that long-haul business by motor truck is economically 
unsound. Dr. McKay sees the chief function of the motor 
truck as work in the short-haul zone, acting as part of a cors 


rellated system of rail, water and highway transportation. 

His statements are horne out by some interesting 
ure He divides the motor truck business into three 
principal heads. First is the local distribution of com- 
( This con- 
stitutes, in tonnage, the bulk of the motor truck business and 
is primarily restricted to distributing goods within cities and 
their suburban area. From many important areas, figures 
have been gathered, showing the percentage of short-haul 
activity. In Connecticut, it reaches 67.1 per cent.; Ohio, 64.2 
per cent.; Pennsylvania, 77.3 per cent. In Cook county it is 
70 per cent. : 

Second is the supplementing of existing rail and water 
service, by extension of freight and passenger service. This 
includes the substitution of the motor vehicle for the rail 
operation of unprofitable branch lines. 

_ Third is the long-haul business. Dr. McKay presents 
figures that show the comparatively small volume of this 
type of transportation by motor vehicle, and its dwindling 
importance. In Connecticut only 15.2 per cent. is long-haul; 
Pennsylvania, 6.9 per cent.; Ohio, 15.9 per cent. 

Dr. McKay submts that the present problem is one of 
making intelligent use of “this rapidly growing method of 
transportation,” meaning the motor truck.

OW far-flung is the battle line between the street car 
and the motor bus is shown in a dispatch from Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa. The news from there is that the 
motor bus is cutting into the business of the municipally 
owned tramways at the rate of more than $145,000 annually. 

In 1925, the record shows, the trams carried 2,500,000 peo- 
ple less than in 1924, resulting in the loss of revenue men- 
tioned. -The buses are privately owned. Some American 
cities may see in this bit of news from South Africa some- 
thing of what the future holds for urban transportation.

: The government gravely reports that denatured alcohol 
is the medium in most common use for producing anti-freeze 
mixtures.

alcohol solution has a freezing point of plus 19 degrees F, 
Solutions of this strength lose alcohol, by evaporation, about 
three times as fast as they lose water, until the volume has 
decreased 10 per cent. or more.

water to three quarts of alcohol, adding this to the radiator 
contents whenever the liquid level appears low.

UBLIC safety talks by Sergt. H. O. Rounds of the De- 

troit Police Department reached more than 1,750,000 
and the work is to be still further extended. Sergt. Rounds 
estimates that 5 per cent. of automobile drivers will not 
obey the law, under any circumstances, nor will they listen 
to safety talks. This type, he says, is mainly responsible for 
traffic killings. 

In the order named the sergeant ascribes the follow- 
ing as causes for traffic accidents: Taking the right of 
way ; cutting in ahead of other vehicles; exceeding the speed 
limit.

Dear Mr. Johnston: Replying to 
your letter of December 16, it 
seems to us that in the last an- 
alysis that policy will be best for 
distributor, dealer, salesman, and 
manufacturer which gives the best 
value per dollar to the purchaser.

whether bumpers or fender guards, | 


windshield wiper, 
rim, and perhaps other items, 
should be classed as accessory 
equipment, or really a part of the 
car. In these days there are so 
many drive-aways from the factory 
that we think it would be unwise 
to leave off such items as bumpers, 
windshield wiper, and extra wheel 
or rim, 

Coming back to the value per 
dollar question, I think it is gen- 
erally conceded that the factories 
can buy and install such items as 
are regarded by some as accessory 
equipment with less expense to the 
customer than if those accessories 
are bought and installed by the 
distributor or dealer. 


We have concluded, therefore, 
that a car should be shipped 
from the factory with those so- 
called articles of accessory 
equipment which practically 
every owner wants and needs, 
and we believe that the so-called 
accessory equipment that falls 
under this classification no long- 
er is an accessory but rather be- 
comes a part of the car, and 
should be furnighed and installed 
by the factory.

DISCUSSES EQUIPMENT 


Editor Automotive Daily News:— 
The question of automobile man- 





{ufacturers equipping their cars with 


accessories, or the sale of acces- 
sories direct from their factories is 
a subject that has come up fre- 
quently of late for considerable dis- 
cussion. 

The writer personally recalls, 
back in the old days, when the 
automobile industry was in its in- 
fancy, that cars were sold withott 
tops and windshields. However, 
public demand and the necessity 
for these items soon made it essen- 
tial for the automobile manufac- 
turers to install them on the car as 
standard equipment. I believe the 
same applies to all other acces- 
sories or parts of automobiles. It 
is the public demand and the actual 
necessity of having the equipment 
on the cars that is going to govern 
the action of the automobile manu- 





g§facturers. In other words, as soon 


as an accessory becomes a vital 
necessity due to traffic congestion, 


safety measures, etc., the autdmo- 
bile manufacturers will then in- 
clude those items as_ standard 
equipment. 


Today I believe the jobbing in- 
dustry realize that they have lost 
the field for bumpers, and the 
writer predictg that, in the very 
near future, bumpers will be in- 
cluded as standard equipment on 
all the popular makes of cars. One 
of the reasons they have not been 
included as standard equipment up 





to this time, is the extra space re- 
quired in freight cars for shipping 


Purposes and, since the dealers 





would be obliged to make installa- 
tion, it has been thought best to, 


. permit them to secure the bumpers 


Tor local installation. 

‘We are of the opinion that the 
dealers have been benefited by the 
addition of certain items to the cars 
as standard equipment, for if the 
item is essential to. the operation of 
the caf, the owner will invariably 
persuade the dealer to give him the 
extra equipment without charge; in 
fact, this was common practice 
some years ago in closing new car 
sales. 

For this reason our company 
offers accessories under the club 
order plan and recommends that 
dealers equip each and _ every 
car on their show room floor with 
the club order of accessories and 
sell them to the owners at some 
established net price—which re- 
moves the possibility of the pur- 
chaser asking for something for 
nothing and permits the dealer to 
close the sale with much less con- 
fusion and sales argument.
